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Providing that the Governor's Crime Control Commission 
shall be responsible for collection and compilation of 
statewide crime and criminal justice data. 


An accurate quantitative and qualitative assessment 
of criminal justice, juvenile delinquency, criminal activity 
and offender flow and treatment is presently not available 
in Montana. 

Failure to collect statewide, standardized data and 
statistics relating to law enforcement will seriously impair 
future comprehensive law enforcement planning as required 
by the OQunibus Crime Control and Safe Streets Act of 1962. 

the Governor's Crime Control Conmiission is engaged in 
comprehensive law enforcement planning covering volice, courts, 
corrections and rehabilitation in Hontana. 

THEREFORE, I FORREST H. ANDERSON, Governor of the State 
of Montana, pursuant to the authority vested in me, designate 
the Crime Control Commission as the State agency responsible 
for developing plans for a Montana Bureau of Criminal Statis- 
tics; for the collection, compilation and dissemination of 
criminal justice statistics and data; and for the creation 
and dissemination of standard data collection fornis, surveys 


and traini 


ng techniques necessary to accomplish the same.
